Tuesday was begun Friday through- 
out the state. In this city » large 
crowd gathered at the courthouse to 
witness the count. Reports of all the 
parties were admitted by the commis- 
sioners and the examination of the 
ballots proceeded in an orderly man- 
ner. Judging1 from -the progress al- 
ready made the .official return will 
show no great variation from' the un- 
official figures which give iLuvis<rille 
and Jefferson county to the republic- 
ans by a plurality of about 3, 000. 


There was no change Friday in the
